Itis really wonderful With an appr.- 
priation ef only $12,000 the present mareue 
ment are in fet doimg more for about eigt'y 
pupils than the old m»nagement did for about 
twenty-five pupils, having an annual appropria- 
tion of $16,000 
But an increased appropriation is greatly 
necded. Within a few years 1t has been asi:r- 
tained that #.. deaf mutes whose orcsus 
of speech are perfect can be taught articulation. 
They can be taugbtto both understand, the 
speech of others and to epeak themselyes,by the 
motious of the lips. This may seem iacredibie; 
but wzearly eviry such state iustitution now 
contains a teacher for this new branch of jas 
struction. It is thought that at least hei! of 
the pupils iu Mr. Counnor’s charge can be given 
the blessings of speech, aithongh totaily and 
hopelessly deaf, Snould the state withhold auch 
blessings from ker unfortunate children ? 
One other matter demands attention frora the 
next legislature; and if that body would agres to 
let itself be transported to Cave Spring it could 
quickiy and surely see what we are about to 
briefly present. More room is needed, absolutly 
needed. The present building is too smi! to 
accommodate the present number of*puj:ls, 
about seyenty five ali told. There are only two 
sleeping apartments for the girls, about twenty 
in number. These two rooms are not iaige 
enough for haif that uumber. Health, if not 
decency, demands that such crowding skeuld 
be discontinu:ie, There are in the state abou: 500 
white deaf-mutes, one half of whom 
are of the right age te  rective 
the benefits of this institution. Not over fifty 
of the three hurdred have parents who “an 
support them away from home. The state owes 
the balance a living. This is not humanity 
simply ; itis duty, law. Now, the questior is 
simply this: is it not more economical and al- 
together bet er in every respect to give thees an- 
fortunate children an education that wil! en. 
able them to become self-supporting citing 
than to let them become a charge upou the 
public and # burden to themselves? Potting 
Christianity and humanity aside, is it not the 
true interest of the state to help them in order 
that they mey help themselves? The 
three hundred are waiting. Will the state help 
them? Or will it consign them to paupertam 
anda living death? If the legislature of 1378 
would spend six hours at the institute as the 
excursionists of Wednesday did; there would 
be no doubt as to their answers. A new build- 
ing wouid be erected within six months, and a 
teacher of articulation would be engaged witiin 
thirty days.

M’KENZIE’S EXPEDITION. 


His Official Account of the Invasion 
GALVESTON, June 27.—The News’ 
special trom San Antonio states that the 
following is as much of General Mc 
Kenzie’s feport as can be obtained for 
publication. The expedition was in 
two columns—one under Lieutenant 
Colonel Shafter, of the Seventh 
infantry, and the other under Captain 
Young, of the Eighth cavalry. Gen. 
McKenzie moved with the comman i of 
Captain Young. The column under 
Captain Young left camp at Devil’s 
river, June 11, and crossed, June 12, 
fifteen miles above the mouth,campiug 
that night ten miles southwest 
of the river. During the 13th and 
14th marched some forty miles to Buro 
mountains, and on the 15th in- 
tended to march twenty-five miles, but 
the guide, after conducting the column 
tweive roiles, fell sick, and, as water 
could not be reached and there was 
danger of all the stock perishing, word 
was sent to Ool. Shafter not to cross, 
and if he had crossed to recross. It 
was then determined, on account of 
the frequent cattle raids, to search the 
country on the San Diego and San 
Rodrigo. Shafter was : ccordingly no. 
tified and the commands joined on the 
San Diego on the 17th, and moved to 
Remolina on the head waters of the San 
Rodrigo, where the Mexican troops 
were met under Col. Valdes, who stated 
that he was ordered to repel the Amer 
icans on Mexican territory. He was 
informed that ihe commard had 
'no hostility toward Mexico, but was 
after thieves and Indians. Col. Nuncio, 
who had arrived with additiona! 
troops, stated in general terms that 
ne was obliged to obey his orders and 
attack the United States troops, where. 
upon some correspondence passed. The 
Mexican forces ¢rossed the return route 
of our troops a second time and asked 
for an apology for the presence of the 
troops. The entire command recrossed 
the river withvuut Collision, trouble or 
annoyance.

Washington Speviai to the New York Times. 

The published accounts of the scan- 
dal at a fashionabie restaurant in this 
city last Tuesday evening are grossly 
distorted and exaggerated. Owing to 
the absence of Gen. Rosser, who was 
an eye~witness of the event, and of 
Representative Acklin, of Louisiana, 
the alleged principal, a strictly accurate 
account cannot be obtained, but from 
other sources ed as reliable the 
following facts ve been gathered : 
Mr. Acklin and a widow, remarkabie 
for her personal beauty, the sisier of 
the wife of a New York city congress- 
man, were taking supper, on Tuesday 
evening, in one of the private dining 
rooms of a fashionabie restaurant in 
this city. The repast was of a 
most sumptuous character, the 
vintage of the wines be- 
irg unexceptionable ia point of 
quality. After the lapse ot an hour, 
loud exclamations in a female voice 
were heard issuing from the room, and 
attracted the attention of the servants, 
who quickly gathered around the door, 
but did not aitempt to enter. As the 
sounds continued, Gen. Roeser, a gen- 
tleman of imposing phosique,deemed it 
his duty to ascertain the cause of the 
unusual expression—which,by the way, 
were not as represented in a New York 
paper, which states that the lady said: 
“For shame! Oh! do not, I pray you; 
let me go away; help!” The general 
opened the door—some say he forced it 
open—and having entered,soon realized 
that he was an intruder, and that the 
relations between the parties evidently 
were of a character not to require his 
interference. Mr. Acklin was not as- 
saujted by Gen. Rosser, nor did the 
latter see any reason for the exercise of 
physical force. 

Mr. Acklin appeared in his seat in the 
house on Wednesday morning, and bis 
name appears among those voting at 
every roil-call from the beginning cf 
that day’s session until the final ad- 
journment. An examination of the 
record also shows that he was at the 
house on Tuesday evening, and voted 
at the last roll-call of that night’s sit- 
ting, the house having adjourned short- 
ly before 10 o'clock. Another feature 
of the case, and one which completely 
refutes the theory of violence 
which is generally prevalent, is that 
Mr. Acklin and the lady are re- 
ported to have been seen together at 
the capitcl on Wednesday, and Mr. 
Acklin’s private secretary declares this 
evening that the lady was among those 
friends of Mr. Acklin who accompa- 
nied-him to the depoton Thursday 
night when he left for Louisiana. The 
proprietor of Welcker’s restaurant, 
where the incident was located by a 
local paper, pubiishes a card this even- 
ing denying that any such occurrence 
as was described in the papers of yes~ 
terday occurred at that establishment.

With reference to the affair between 
Repr sentative Acklin, of Louisiana, 
and Mrs. Godfrey, sister-in-law of 
Hon. B. A. Wiilis, of New York, the 
Post to~day contains a lengthy article, 
of which the following portion em- 
braces a fact rot heretofure made pub- 
lic. Mr. Acklin th4t night and the 
next morning was quite placidly in at- 
tendance upon congress. 

The next day Mr. Acklen and the 
scandali:ed lady were seen in a carriage 
together, and on Thursday night, when 
he left for home, it is asserted on the 
best authority, that the iady, with two 
other persons, accompanied him in the 
same hack to the depot ata late hc ur 
of the night. On the other hand, 
Acklin’s friends claim thst, being re- 
puted to be very rich and lavish in his 
expenditures of mcney, he has been 
made the victim of « carefully planned 
design, and, unfortunately, through 
General Rosser’s intemperate zeal and 
garrulousness, has been put at a terri- 
ble disad vantage. 

That there are facts not yet brought 
to light, and which may never be made 
public, that will materially aid in turn- 
ing the tide of sympathy in a different 
direction is undoubtedly true, In the 
first plece, it is not probable that a man 
weighing uot more than one husdred 
and forty pounds, v hich is probably in 
excess of Acklin’s weight, could suc- 
cessfully assail a woxran of a no uch 
stronger physique and in robust health. 
In the uext place there can de no doubt 
that the two have been most amicably 
aseociated together since the Tuesday 
night of the cecurrence. Acklin has 
probably arrived at New Orleans by 
this time, and will doubtiesse make his 
statement in the papers there. He is 
a young man of fair abilities and attrac- 
tive personal appearance. It is a mis~ 
take to say he is foppish. It would be 
nearer the truth to say he is always 
elegantly dressed. 

He is not a siranger to the duelio, 
having brought down his man on the 
sanguinary field, and having, besides 
acting as principal, been engaged ina 
number of duels as accessory.' He is 
also reported to bea crack shot. Gen. 
Rosser 1s also & game man, of powerful 
mold and undoubted staying qualities. 
Acki:n cou.d easily mark out iwo men 
of his own size on RKosser’s rotundity. 

A statement by the friends of Acklin 
foliows thie, which contradicts the rex 
cent mention of a “sensational and un-~ 
warranted character’ as to bis beha- 
vior toa lady, and says that “his ver- 
sion of the affair 1s éntirely corroborat- 
ed by the lady.”’

THE DEBT OF SAVANNAH. 


The new proposition of the creditors 
of Sayannah is most heartily endorsed 
by General Toombs, who has written a 
letter to General A. R. Lawton on the 
subject. The features of this proposi- 
tion are that the city shall pay the en- 
tire principal of her debt, provide lib- 
eraily and promptly for her suspended 
interest, pay a fair rate of interest for 
the future, and that she vive new, addi- 
tional and substantial guarantees for the 
faithful execution of the proposed 
terms of adjustment. General Toombs 
says that these new securities will 
make the new bonds much more valua- 
ble than the old ones, and they are 
therefore substantial compensation for 
much of the apparent loss to the credi- 
tors otf Savannah. Ooncluding his 
letter, Gentral Toombs says he has 
never been able very clearly to see, or 
approve, the seasons, in principle 
or policy, for the marked 
diffarence in the treatment 
by law of the contracts ef municipal 
corporations and those of private cor- 
porations and individuals. The obliga- 
tions of municipal corporations, as an 
equal rule, are jess perfect than those 
of either of the other two classes. They 
are generally imposed by non-tax payers 
and tax' consumers upon tax-payers, 
and are, therefore, without moral sip- 
port, and rest sole/y on the legal obliga- 
tion. Wherefore, General Toombs says 
that the creditor is not wise who fails to 
recognize this‘fact in his dealings with 
this class of securities. 


TH FAILURE OF THE POSTsROUTE 
BILL.

The New Orleans Democrat assails 
Speaker Randall with no little bitter- 
ness for e dointing conferees on the 
part of the house that madea defeat of 
the post-route bill inevitable. The 
speaker did .ot like the Brazilian sub- 
sidy, and he therefore, it is claimed, 
selected two men, Messrs. Cannon and 
Cerlisle, who desired the defeat of 
that part of the bill even if it involved 
the defeat of the entire measure. They 
feli back upon the declaration of the 
house that apart of the amendments 
were in the nature of a revenue bill, 
and should therefore have been oriyi« 
nated in the house, and upon that they 
would not yield an ixch. The result 
was a disagreement in the conference 
committee that was not adjusted when 
congress adjourned. 

The interest of the south in the post- 
pened bill is considerable ; for it pro- 
vides for new post routes, as follows: 
in Arkansas 16, in Alabama 12, in Flor- 
ida 12, in Georgia 29, in Kentucky 28, 
in Louisiana 14, in Missouri 49, in 
Mississippi 34, in Maryland 13, in North 
Carolina 72, in South Carolina 37, in 
Texas 59, in Virginia 29, and in West. 
Virginia 29. A great many of these 
routes are needed, but the people will 
nave to wait until the next session acts 
upon the bill. There is no doubt of its 
passage as far as the post routes are 
concerned. 

The senate inserted some amend-~ 
ments that wil] be apt to lead in the 
house to a long debate, and perhaps to 
an adverse vote.

A Herald representative called upon 
Gen. Crook at the headquariers of the 
department of the Platte yesterday, a: d 
inquired of him wnat [udians are en» 
gayed in this upris'ng. 

Gen. Crook—1!:9 Bannocks, Piutes, 
and some of the & :vshones. 

Reporter — What uas caused it ? 

Gen. Crook—It 1; a general complaint 
of a want of supplies. ; 

Raporter why heve not the supplies 
been furnished ” 

Gen. Crook-I don’t know. The 
agents say the ppropriations have 
baen exhausted. 

Reporter—I 6 ' tated that some 
of the supplies bh ,e. veniying at some 
pnointout there uli wuiter, and had not 
been distributed. ‘= that a fact ? 

Gen. Crook—I tsw the same state- 
ment,anditisdot — ess, true, aithough 
I do not know. 

Repor er—Theee Indians have hith- 
erto been frieudlyv, !iave they noi? 

(zen. Crook —Yos I believe so. 

Reporter —It is racer bard that men 
and officers should bh: ve..to be sent out 
there to be killed by ue Indians, when 
all the trouble has been brought about 
by thieving agents ? 

(yen. Crook—That is not the hardest 
thing. A harder thing is to be forced 
to kill the Indians whea they are clear~ 
iy in the right. 

Reporter—ihe bill to turn the Ia- 
dians over to the war department has 
been killed. 

Gen. Crook— Yes, I believe so. 

Reporter—I understand that the 
army officers were notin favor of it. 
W hat was the reason of that ? 

(Fen. Crook—It would entail a great 
deal of work and @ vast responsibility 
for which they would get no pay, and 
there are very few people who like to 
work for nothing out of pure patriot- 
ism. 

Reporter—There is much serious ap- 
prehension in regard to trouble with 
the Indians. 

Gen. Crook—There $re good grounds 
for it. As long asthe muzzie ioading 
arms were in use we had the advantage 
of them, and 20 men could whip abun~ 
dred, but since the breech loaders 
came into use it is entirely different; 
these they can load on horse back, and 
now they are a match forany man. In 
regard to the Bannocks I was up there 
last spring, and found them in a des- 
perate condition. I telegraphed and the 
agent telegraphed for supplies,but word 
came that no appropriation had been 
made. They have never been half 
supplied. The agent has sent them off 
for halfa year to enable them to pick 
up something to live on, but there is 
nothing for them in that country. The 
buffalo is all gone, and an Indian can’t 
catch enough jdtk rabbits to subsist 
himself ‘and family, and then there 
isn’t enougn jack rabbits to catch. What 
are they todo? Starvation is staring 
them in the face, and if they wait much 
longer they wili not be able to fight. 
They understand the situation, and 
fully appreciate what is before them. 

Reporter—I was to'd the other day 
that the encroachments upon the 
Camas prairies was the cause of the 
trouble. 

Gen. Crook—So it is. Those prairies 
are their last source of subsistence. 
They are covered with water from June 
to July, and there is « sort of root 
which grows in them, uuder the water, 
which is very much like a sweet potato. 
A rov.w can gather rev: 31 bushels a 
day of them. Then they diga hole and 
build a fire in it. After it is thoroughly 
heated, the roots are p: i in and baked, 
and when they are taken out they are 
very sweet and nice. The root is their 
meio source of food supply. 

Reporter—I don’t see ¥aat the whites 
want with such a swarm}: 1s? -at. 

Gen. Crook—I supped i. would be 
a spiendid place to fatte togs. Ido not 
wonder, and you wi.l not either, 
that when these Indians see their 
wives, and children starving, and their 
last source of supplies cut off, they go 
to war. Andthen we are sent out there 
to kili them. It isan outrage. 
Reporter—Would it not be a good 
thing to adopt some mesnus to bring 
these facts before the American people ? 

General Crook—How can it be done ? 
Y oa and I kuow these facts, but if we 
tell it to the peuple back east then these 
men on the frontier, who have ao inter. 
est in things remaining as they are, 
come and tell it differently, and they 
bave very insinuating ways about them, 
Reporter—It seems to me that it 
would be cheaper to treat the Indians 
justly. 
General Crook—Of course it would 
be cheaper. Ail the tribes tell the same 
story. They are surrounded on all 
sides, the game is destroyed or driven 
away, they are left to starve, and there 
remains but one thing for them to do— 
fignt while they can. ‘Sore people 
think the Indians do not understand 
these things, but they do, and fully ap- 
preciate the circumstances in which 
they are placed. Our treacment of the 


Indian is an outrage.
